Emil Bartha, prominent Socialist, de-i 
dared in an interview witn the United I 
Press today. 
Bartha said that while he was con-j 
vinced Germany was whrJly to blame; 
for the war, it would be ‘‘unwise for 1 
the Entente to strangle its debtors.” ; 
“Germany must have peace soon at I 
any price," declared' Bartha. 
“The Germans must admit defeat 
and pay anything to get 
peace 
and 
food, so they can go to work and pay I 
off their debts. 
“Personally, I was convinced 
from I 
the start th**t Germany was guilty of i 
starting the war. 
I possess no docu-1 
ntentary evidence, but I am certain I 
Germany inspired the Austrian note j 
to Serbia. 
We have demanded publi­ 
cation of the secret document of the 
militarists, but the most immediate 
-problems are peace and demobiliza­ 
tion. 
“We realize the danger of demobili­ 
zation, as the result of Poland's atti­ 
tude. 
We believe, however, that the 
Allies would take care of Poland if 
we were defenseless. 
Furthermore, 
if Germany were defenseless, the Al-j 
lies would be able to 
reduce 
their 
armies of occupation and thus save 
millions cf dollars a month both 
to 
themselves and to us. 
It is 
to 
the 
Entente interest to do this as well as 
ours, because it would be unwise for 
them to strangle their debtors. 
“German\ needs supplies and cred­ 
it from America and the Allies. 
We 
have no cotton, no leather, and very 
little other raw materials.

Bavaria, in addition to its territorial 
and economic importance, will bring 
into the G erm an republic a large por­ 
tion of G erm an Austria, which would 
replace any territory lost through the 
aspirations of the French and Poles. 
The G erm an newspapers, therefore, 
believing a strong 
central 
govern­ 
m en t absolutely essential to Che life 
of the G erm an republic, are vigorous­ 
ly opposing th e republican separatist 
m ovem ent in Bavaria on the grounds 
it would w eaken the democratic m ove­ 
m ent and be playing into the hands 
of th e royalists. 
T he plan for establishm ent of seven 
semi-republics in Germany -and Aus­ 
tria, to be confederated like the U nit­ 
ed States, was being strongly advo­ 
cated in Saxony.
